ing silhouettes displayed in animated 
motion against tho canvas sides. A 
dressing room for tho charming Lupita 
had been created by hanging up a blan- 
ket near the side opposite Iho entrance, 
and the same apartment during tho 
performance served for the exits and 
entrances of all the i>orfoimcis. 


It was approaching the hour when 


fho mail buckl:oard was due from tlio 
eastward, aud then; was much simula- 
tion iis to the chances that it would ar- 
rive that night. There were lirst to be 
considered llio probabilities tint a singe 
would have ln'Oii stalled nut at all that 
day ami mxi the chanecs (hat it might 
get safely by the Apache.-, aud all tlio 
white "ins!'nrs,': sun: to be abroad and 
active at such times a-' tlii-.
